6* On 11 January, the Adolf Hitler Kaserne was occupied to capacity* On 4 January, 
about 30 troops wearing red-bordered black epaulets practiced aiming with 
3 x 37-nsn AA guns, while 12 troops wearing red-bordered black epaulets received 
training on a searchlight. On 6 January, about 65 troops wearing black- bordered 
crimson epaulets engaged in aiming practice on 6 x 57-rnm AT guns in the training 
area opposite the nstallation, while about 4^ troops wearing red-bordered black 
epaulets and armed with submachine guru left the installation for the training 
area. 

7. On 11 January, the Frits oh Kaserne was heavily occupied. On 4 and 6 January, 
about BC troops wearing black- bordered crimson epaulets engaged in Infantry 
training and physical training in the barracks yard. 

3. On L; January, the -holtke Kaserna was heavily occupied. On 4 January, about 
60 troops v/earing red-bordered black epaulets received training on obstacles 
and 5 T-34/35 tanks were seen in the tank training area opposite the barracks 
installation.
